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FOREIGN REPORTS. 



AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 

Cholera. 

During the week ended January 30, 1915, 24 cases of cholera were 
notified in Austria-Hungary. Four of the notified cases occurred in 
Vienna. 

CHINA. 

Examination of Rats— Hongkong. 

During the week ended January 9, 1915, 1,781 rats were examined 
at Hongkong for plague infection. No plague-infected rat was found. 

Plague-Infected Rats — Shanghai. 

During the week ended January 16, 1915, 219 rats were examined 
at Shanghai. Three plague-infected rats were found. 

COLOMBIA. 
Mortality Statistics, 1899-1910, and Year 1914— Cartagena. 

The death rate in the city of Cartagena lias decreased noticeably 
during the past 15 years. Of a total of 594 deaths during the year 
1914, deaths of children under 6 years of age numbered 342, represent- 
ing 57.58 per cent of the total number of deaths. This percentage is 
considerably higher than that for the period from 1899 to 1910, 
inclusive, when the total number of deaths recorded, was 7,755, of 
which 3,490, or 45 per cent, were of children of 5 years or less. 

The population of Cartagena is estimated at approximately 30,000, 
and on this basis the death rate for the year 1914 would be 19.8 per 
1,000. This rate is in accord with the official estimates of the central 
government. 

Fevers, tuberculosis, gastroenteritis, dysentery, infantile tetanus, 
syphilis, and intestinal diseases are the principal prevailing diseases 
in this community. 
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During the twelve-year period from 1899 to 1910 there were 3,679 
recorded deaths — an average of 307 a year — caused by the following- 
named diseases:
